Dispatches in the morning pa­ 
pers today contained the informa­ 
tion that II. J. (Kid) Blackburn, 
indicted recently in Concho coun­ 
ty charged with the murder of J. 
II. Bryson near Millersview sev­ 
eral months ago, had suicided yes­ 
terday at Valera, Coleman county. 
1 his information was confirmed 
later today by Wilkerson & Me- 
Gaugh, attorneys engaged by the 
Bryson family to assist in the pros­ 
ecution in

charge 
againsl 
Blackburn, after he had communi­ 
cated with other attorneys in th# 
case at (’oleman. 
Blackburn was indicted 
on 
& 
charge of murdering J. II. Bryson, 
by tin* grand jury of Concho coun­ 
ty. In tin* meantime he had been 
convicted of a charge of 
horse 
theft, and sentenced to two years 
in tie* penitentiary. On appeal of 
this case tin* sentence was affirm­ 
ed, and on last Wednesday the ap­ 
pellate court refused to reconsider 
the case. 
It is thought that this 
was the cause of Blackburn’s sui­ 
cide, sine»* tin* n»*W’s of the court’s 
action wms contained in papers 
reaching Valera Thursday. 
It w’as stated here this morning 
that Blackburn left a note probab­ 
ly explaining his suicide, but the 
ontents of this note had not been 
learned here today. Much interest 
attaches to this note, since many 
are wondering whether or not the 
dead man cleared up the Bryson 
murder mystery by making a con­ 
fession before killing himself.
